Few Receive 
Medal of Honor 
From Government

Thn nation's highest military 
award the Medal of Honor  
has been awarded by the War 
Department to only B8 officers 
and enlisted men for valor in 
the present war, it was an­ 
nounced today at Fort Douglas, 
Utah, headquarters of the Ninth 
Service Command.

The award, popularly known 
as , the "Congressional Medal",! 
is made in the name of .Con­ 
gress. It Is given'to military 
personnel for "conspicuous gal­ 
lantry and intrepidity at the 
risk of life" a deed which left 
undone would not subject the 
man to criticism.

Recommendations for the 
award must be approved by the 
War Department or an officer 
in the rank of brigadier general 
or higher. In addition, an eye­ 
witness report must -accompany 
the recommendation.
